RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 24 (U.T. 

P.S.).—More than _ 66,000,000 
passengers rode on bus lines that 
paid $529,665, including the 5-cent 
gasoline tax, into the Virginia 
state treasury last year, according 
to a statement made here before 
the sixth annual convention of the 

Motor Bus Association of Virginia 
by Samuel A. Markel, chairman of 
the association's legislative com- 
mittee. 

Bus lines have an 
over $5,000,006, and will operate this 
year over 32,000,000 miles in Vir- 
ginia. Mr. Markel stated. He point- 
ed out that more than $7,000,000 in 
bonds have taken out by the 
bus lines for the protection of the 
public, and that buses reach more 
than 83 per cent. of the cities and

More than seventy-five bus oper- 
ators attended the morning and 
afternoon sessions of the annual 
convention this week at the Rich- 
mond Hotel They attended the 
hearing before the State corporation 
commission yesterday to assist the 
commission in the fact-finding sur- 
vey of bus conditions authorized by 
the last session of the state legis- 
lature Mr. Markel presented a 
brief which gave correct answers to 
the questionnaire sent out by the 
commission last month, and he de- 
plored the fact that, through mis- 
understanding, many of the bus 
operators had given incorrect infor- 
mation in their replies 
also attended the hearing and testi- 
fied verbally before the commission 

A rising vote of thanks to Mr 
Marke! for his efforts as chairman 
of the legislative committee to pro- 
tect the bus industry from alleged 
discriminating laws was extended 
by members.

AVIATION ENGINE GETS 
OFFICIAL U. S. APPROVAL 


Deiroit, Oct. 24.—With a perfect 
score and a record of no forced 
stops and no penalties the aviation 
engine of the Continental Aircragt 
Engine Company recently passed its 
test for the approved type certifi- 
cate, which is required by the gov- 
ernment before the Bureau of 
Standards of the United States De- 
partment of Commerce 

The bureau rated the engine at 
165 horse power at 2,000 revolutions 
per minute. The test proved that 
the engine exceeded the Department 
of Commerce's requirements by run- 
ning ten hours with an open throttle 
instead of the required five hours, 
and also exceeded the twenty-five 
hours required by the department 
before being tested, by 175 hours, 100 
of which was run at full throltle 
The engine also had 150 hours of 
flight test instead of ten hours as 
is required by the department's 
ruling 

Robert Insley, vice-president of 
the Continental Aircraft Engine 
Company, said that eleven compan- 
ies had placed orders for engines 
prior to the test. The company is 
now ready to make deliveries and 
further production starts imme-

Controlled Fuel Supply 


N a recent report to the American Chemical Society, Dr. 
‘8 Jaeque Morrell and Dr. Gustav Egloff announce the 
discovery of a motor fuel, derived from the Douglas fir, a 
tree that grows luxuriantly in the northwestern section of 
this country. The chemists do not claim to have carried 
this fuel to the position of a practical commercial proposi- 
tien as yet, but they do say that laboratory experiments indi 
cate that it can be developed into a satisfactory source of 
power. 

The interest in these experiments lies in the fact that 
if Douglas fir can be turned into an acceptable motor fuel, 
other woods can probably also be used. Of course, alcohol 
has always been within the realms of possibility as a fuel 
for internal combustion engines, but this new fuel appears 
to be something beyond ordinary alcohol.. The really im- 
portant matter in connection with a fuel derived from a 
wood base is that it would give us a source of supply under 
human control. Forestry is an exact science that will enable 
us to maintain always a supply of trees that will insure our 
having adequate fuel. Petroleum is a preduct drawn from 
the ground and when it is exhausted there is nothing we 
can do to replenish it. 


‘Tested 


OW little does the average owner, or indeed the average 

dealer, realize how much kaboratory work is behind 

the car he owns or sells. And this laboratery work does 

not end when a given model is produced. It continues and 

provides the information on which the engineering depart- 

ment makes improvements in current models as well as 
formulates models that are to come. 

James Crawford, chief engineer of the Chevrolet forces, 
recently ealled this forcibly to mind when he told us that 
an average of twelve Chevrolet cars are always in operation 
at.

All of which shows how little guesswork goes into 
the making and development of a modern motor car. It 
is small wonder that the life of a car has stretched, until 
now government experts estimate it at between six and 
seven years.

where. There will be room in the planes for doctors, nurses 


and even for members of the patient’s family. 

The announcement calls attention to the fact that air 
ambulance service will save a great deal of time, sometimes 
meaning the difference between life and death. Further- 
more, the sick person carried by plane will be relieved of 
the jars and shaking that is inevitable in most other methods 
of transportation.

'Better. Streets Mean 
Traffic Improvement, 


Says N. A. C. C. Report! 


New York, Oct. 24.—“Better streets | 
will mean better traffic,” in the} 
opinion of Paul G. Hoffman, mem- 
ber of the Street Traffic Committee 
of the National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce, in the monthly 
report issued by that body this 
week. “A city which has a hodge- 
podge of streets with many bottle- 
necks and no long-range program 
cannot expect that its citizens will 
have well organized driving habits.
